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DISASTROUS FLOOD IN THE WEST.

Tennesseo Valleys Inundated—Houses,
Baros, Bridges, and Lumber Washed
Away~Stock Drowned snd Farmu Dee
vastated — §8,000,000 Worth of Pro-
perty Dentroyed,

KExoxvinie, Tennesser, March 12.—The most
disastrous Aood ever expetionced visited this
county last week, Beven days’' incessant rain.
ing swelled the mountatn streams until the val
leys becume one vast nvei-bed. The Holstein
river, from its head-waiera in West Virginia to
the month, was lngher than ever before known;
atsome points it wus over ity fees deop.  The
damages in East Tennessee alone will reach
82,000,000, Twenlytbree houses were washed
AWAY aloug Lhe river bank st this powat,

The Gasper & Davis eash nud blind factory
lost their butlding, all thewr material, machnery,
eto, John Coker, lnmberman, lost some three
thousand feey of lumber. The county hridge,
built by Gevernl Burnside during the siegs of
Knoxvyille, was washed away, ‘The bridees over
First Creck, connecting Bast und West Knox.
vilie, wore all impassable,  The gas works were
allpubmerged. Over one hundred persong wero
wiished out of their hovses, The towns along
the Holsteln and Tenne<see  rivers all sufferod
soverely,  Dunbridge, Lenoirs, London and
Kingston were all partly submaerged.

Whole houses were swept down the river,
filled with household food and supphes, The
farmora living near the French Lmnd und
Holstein  rivers lost everything they had,
Houses, barns, and fences were washod away,
and the stock all drowned, Greast numbers of
wenlthy tarmers ure lelt with nothing but their
bare lands, with crops a1l washed out or thickly
covered with sediment, One farmer living on
an Island in the Freveh Broad had his honses
and barns wished away, his corn and cribs
swept off, and all his stock save two horses
drowned, He carried his family off in a boat,
and they are leit perfectly destitule,

Mr. Meredith, lviog on the Holstein, near
Bristol, lost a tour mill and n fonodry, his
house, nnd all his swcky loss over $10,000,
Vast quantities ol corn had been gathered and
stored on the river bank, waiting for high
water, All this corn, thousands of hushels, on
the Clinel, Holstein, and French Broad rivers,
was swept away. Mr. Fain lost 7000 bushels in
ope lot, It is estimated that over 100,000
bushels of corn were lost in thi= way., Thou-
sands of bushels are now covering the bottoms,
buried in the mud.

The ratlroads all lost heavily, The Enst Ten-
neseee and Virginia Railroadjlost three spans ol
the new bridge at Btrawberry Plains—loas
$15,000. The same road lost the bridee over
Flur Creck—Ilosz $10,000, The Knoxville uad
Kingston Railroud had & heavy silde at Copper
Ridge. The Esst Tennessee and Georgla Rall-
road lost bridees near Chattanoorn. Thesa
rowds will all be in running order in ten davs.
The wuter in the rivers was twelve feet higher
thau in the flood of 1847,

This flood extended all throngh West Virginia
and Tennessee, und wuae the most damaging
ever known. The stremms ave sUll high, and
hundreds of families are encaniped onfthe hill-
sides. Great sutfering must follow, as large
familles are left without houseg or supplles,
Chattanooga was all submerged: the water
reached the second story of the business
houses: loss Immense,

Fronchman named IYAnirieve set up a elmim,
when Congress passed a bill anthorizing the
clunimants to appesr before the officers of the
Land Oflice to muke proof of their ¢laim, The
case went to the Suprame Court, which on fall
review declared the elaim iflegal and void, It
wis afterwards reviewed by a petition to the
Thirty-fitth Congress; but no action was taken
vntil the House of Representatives of the Thirty-
sixth Congress allowed the clmm for the bene-
it of the hewrs of D'Antrieye, the Senate not
agreming,  Boudigny, from whom the present
claimunts claim, wae a member of the com-
mittee which recommended the claim to that
House, The matter was again introduced by
the helrs of Bouligny in the Isst Congress,
which passed the bill now objected to.

# briel outline of the cuse as given by Mr.
Wasbburne, who further states that there was
no cvidence before Congress showing that
Boullgny himself was an heir, or had any clulm
to the property. Many of these statements ars
denied by some of the mewmbers of the com-
